To Recover on Town Notes Have 


Been Entered 


SOUTH FRAMINGHAM, 
Jan. S.— 


The first legal steps to recover on the 
alleged fraudulent town, of Framing- 
ham notes, saltl to be executed by the 
former town treasurer, John B. Lom- 
bard, were taken yesterday, when John 
R. Bentley of Newton Centre brought 
suit against the town of Framingham 
In the U. S. district court for $15,000 
and the Franklin Savings bank of 
Boston brought suit for ?25,000 in tha 
state court. 
' 


This action on th? part of the two 


plaintiffs opens up a. new chapter in 
the Lombard case, which will hs watch- 
ed with great interest not only by the 


. citizens of Framingham hut by those 


in every city and town in the common- 
wealth. 


Both plaintiffs, when the disclosures 


of Lombard's alleged transactions came 
to light on Oct. 17, ascertained for the 
first time that the .notes for Jln.OOO 
and $35,000 respectively held by them 
did not appear on record in tha select- 
men's minutes, nor was there evidence 
of their existence on the town treas- 
urer's record of legitimate town notes. 
They were declared to be forgeries by 
the town authorities. 


It Is stated on reliable authority that 


a large amount of the paper which at 
the time of the disclosures of the town 
treasurer's alleged forgeries came 
to 


light, and which it was admitted at the 
time aggregated something like 5320 - 
000 in irregular notes has lately been 
taken up and that-only $100.000 Is now 
in the hands of banka and individuals 


Yesterday, It was learned the select- 


men in 1902 had asked lor extension of 
time on a note for $10,000 due Hay 25 
of thnt year. A letter was produced 
purporting to show that Burnett & 
Cummings, Boston, note brokers, had 


been asked by 
Selectmen

stating in the epistle that owing to the 
Inability of tho collector, 
Charles 
J. 


Frost, to collect taxes, there were not 
funds available, to meet the

Tuttle to the letter were 
pronounced 


today by a Framingham man, In his 
opinion, genuine.

Oregon, Montana or some far away farming section with no better lanrl for 
growing apples than -we have right here in New England. What is the mat- 
ter with the New England farmer that he fails to compete 
with 
flpplc* 


grown three thousand miles from his back yard? Tho soil of New England 
is unsurpassed for the growing of apples, and yet the profitable applr 
orchards that are conducted in a modem, up-to-date manner in this section 
aro few indeed. Has the farmer grown too rich, too fat or too lazy to fake 
advantage of this demand? 
If so he should hot complain about the hard 


times. The shippers of apples to foreign parts have been offering the most 
tempting prices to our New England farmers for years, and yet few of them 
s-eem to take advantage of the situation. Many of our most prudent citizens 
are wheedled into investing money in orange groves, banana fields, etc., in 
the tropical sections, which seldom yield anything like the dividends or 
the profits that thn investors expect. Yet right here at home is a field for 
investment that can hardly prove unprofitable. To start nn apple orchard 
with trees of various high grade and popular varieties would yield a hand- 
some profit that would surpass (he earning power of any orange grove or 
banana plantation in the country. Land suitable for growing apples can b« 
bought for less than fifty dollars an acre, and (lie trees require but little 
attention while the harvesting of the crop is inexpensive. Here is a chance 
for any one to start a profitable enterprise.

prising that any one who has a grievance against n railroad, a telegraph 
company or a newspaper should not apply Ihc simple remedy which is 
always at their command. If you do not like the way a railroad runs its 
trains, or the price charged for transporfalien, there is nothing, in (he 
world to prevent you from building a railroad of your own. If n trolley line 
does not give you the service you think you ought to have, you need not talk 


it- over with the management unless you feel like it. Why bother about any 
interviews with the management or any attempt, to get ni the merits of the 
case? Build a trolley line of your own; there is nothing in the world to 
prevent you making a fool of yourself if you feel like it. 


If a telegraph company mnltes a mistake, no one is obliged to make n. 


complaint or to assist a well disposed manager to look into the matter and 
remedy any defects. It is not necessary to do that. 
If you are bound to 


make an ass of yourself the thing to do is to build a telegraph line of your 
own to reach all parts of the world nnd send your 
messages 
in 
vour 


own way. 


So it is with newspapers. If a newspaper suits all other people in town 


but you, that is no reason why you arc obliged to lie satisfied. 
Don't offer 


any kindly suggestions to the editor or the publisher unless you want tq. 
You are not obliged to. If you run for public office and all the newspapers 
in your community fail to support you, (here is nothing to prevent you from 
concluding that the papers were wrong and you were right, and you have 
the remedy in your own hands if you want to use it. There is no law to 
prevent you from starting a newspaper of youv own.

it is almost impossible to keep an infant in pood health by feeding it with 


milk given by such famous breeds as the Jersey and the Guernsey cows. 


This ricb milk is suitable for producing cream and butter 
and 
is 
vc-rv 


nutritious for adults; hut milk coming from cows such as the HolMcin 


breed is much move suitable, for infants, inasmuch as it is thin, easily 


digested and, therefore, better suited for the undeveloped stomach of a very 


young child. 


The Holstein cow, it seems, seldom gives milk up to (he standard until 


recently set. by our state laws with regard to (he percentage of solids, but 
nevertheless the milk is pure and wholesome, even though it would not 
measure up to the former .standard. This, he declares, is tho main reason 
why (he milk law has been changed and the- standard lowered. 
Il is m> 


longer necessary for the former to mix light pure milk with heavier and 
undesirable grades (o meet (lie requirements of thn law. 
This physician 


also slates thnt feeding brewery grains, silo fodder and other fermentable, 
food to cows renders (heir milk unfit inasmuch as it is sure to produce 
colic in the child. 
He declares it is- almost impossible- to gel a suitable- kind 


of milk for infants today without making arrangements with the fanner to 
feed (ho cows for this particular purpose nml pnying an e.xlni price for it.

States. A title not conferred upon him 
by the church, bul one which is said to 
have pleased him very much -was that 
of tho "American cardinal," bestowed 
upon him because of his Intense inter- 
est nnd love for the United States. Bet- 
ter limn any other member of tho sa- 
cred college, he understood the spirit 
of this country and valued to its full 
extent the Importance and the influence.! 
which the United States would exer- 
cise in the political and religious devel- 
opment of the world. 


Cardinal Satolli was best known in 


the United States as the first apostolic 
delegate from the Vatican to this coun- 
try, having come here on that mission 
in October, 1S92. His ftrst .visit 
to 


America, however, was in 1SS9, when 
he was deputed by Leo XIII to repre- 
sent him at Baltimore on the occasion 
of the celebration of the centenary of 
the. Catholic hierarchy in tho United 
States and also at the Inauguration of 
the Catholic, university of the United 
States In Washington. 
Cardinal Sa- 


tolli was presented to President Har- 
rison and his cabinet at Washington 
and became impressed with the vast 
possibilities for the advancement of.tho 
church In the United States. This visit 
and the accounts he carried back to the 
pope formed the prelude to his desig- 
nation as apostolic delegate to the 
United States In 1903.

after this appointment 


Satr.lli was elevated to the college of 
cardinals and was invested with the 
brev.tta by Cardinal Gibbons in tlw 
Saltimore cathedral with a most impos- 
ng ceremony.

The soil of New England 
is unsurpassed for the growing of apples, and yet the profitable apple 
orchards that are conducted in a modern, up-to-date manner in this section 
are few indeed. Has tho farmer grown too rich, too fat or too lazy to take 
advantage of this demand? 
If so he should not complain about Hie hard 


times. The shippers of apples to foreign parts have been offering the most 
tempting prices to our New England farmers for years, and yet few of them 
seem to take advantage of tie situation. Many of our most prudent citizens 
are wheedled into investing money in orange groves, banana fields, etc., in 
the tropical sections, which seldom yield anything like the dividends or 
the profits that the investors expect. Yet right here at homo is a field for 
investment that can hardly prove unprofitable. To start an apple orchard 
with trees of various high grade and popular varieties would yield a hand- 
some profit that would surpass the earning power of any orange grove 01 
banana plantation in the country. Land suitable for growing apples can be 
bought for less than fifty dollars an acre, and the trees require but little 
attention while the harvesting of the crop is inexpensive. Here is a chance 
for any one to start a profitable enterprise.

What is the mat 
ter with the New England farmer that he fails to compete with 
apples, 


grown three thousand miles from his back yard? The soil of New England 
is unsurpassed for the growing of apples, and yet the profitable apple 
orchards that are conducted in a modem, up-to-date manner in this seetioi 
are few indeed. Has the farmer grown too rich, too.fat or too lazy to take 
advantage of this demand? 
If so he should not complain about the hard 


times. The shippers of apples to foreign parts have been offering the most 
tempting prices to our New England farmers for years, and yet few of them 
s-eem to take advantage of the situation. Many of our most prudent citizens 
are wheedled into investing money in orange groves, banana fields, etc., in 
the tropical sections, which seldom yield anything like the dividends or 
Ihe profits that the investors expect. Yet right here at home is a field for 
investment lhaf, can hardly prove unprofitable. 
To start an apple orchard 


with trees of various high grade and popular varieties would yield a hand- 
some profit that would surpass the earning power of any orange grove or 
banana plantation in the country. Land suitable for growing apples can be 
bought for less than fifty dollars an acre, and the trees require but little 
attention while the harvesting of the crop is inexpensive. Here is a chance 
for any one to start a profitable enterprise.
